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BREAK IN STOCK MARKET
CAUSED BY INSIDERS.

New York, Feb. 27.—During the
week prices broke -sharply and on
Tuesday losses of 10 points were made
in Reading and New Jersey <{entral
and heavy losses in other stocks. This
wasg the worst day on the Exchange
for more than a year. It was due to
the demoralization of the steel trade,
the lack of business in the copper
markets and the general depression in
all metal tirades. These conditions
are bad but they are not as bad as
certain insiders are trying to make
them appear. These insiders, it can be
stated, sold stocks bhefore the an-
nouncement of the open market in steel
was announced and advised their
friends to sell. The result was that
there was an appearance of demorali-
zation greater than the reality. The
big traders tried to make everything
look as bad as possible and for a time
they succeeded. They are trying now
to do the same thing in the copper and
lead markets. This is really a good
thing for when tariff changes are final-
ly made the cuts in prices will have
discounted any reduction in the sched-
tles and prices will be upon a basis
that will call for advances instead of
declines.

There is nothing that makes for a
bear market and much that makes for
better prices. The country has gone
through a period of depression; all
weak spots in the business and finan-
cial world have been eliminated and
business has been curtailed so that
no one is doing more th 1 their capi-
tal calls for. Shelves are empty, and
there is a gradually growing demand
that must be filled. The next move-
ment should be upward and it will
come much sooner than expected. Tar-
iff agitation is about the only thing
that retards improvement; this will
soon cease to be a factor as after
March 4 it will be known that no
changes that will materially hurt Am-
erican business will be made,. The
outlook for crops is good, bnrices.for
wheat still in the farmers’ hands are
high and the farmer is rich in cash
and he will spend it for new machin-
ery, improvements in the way of fen-
ces, etc., and his cash will help the on-
ward movement to better times,
Rallroads during the week made
some excellent reports which show a
increasing earning capacity.
The last three months show, good im-
provements. The reports of the Gould
roads were especially good,and the an-
nual report of the Delaware, Lacka-
wanna & Western with its 40 per eent.
earned upon stock caused all except
the short sighted trader who never
sees beyond the tape to look forward
to better things for all roads.

The sharp breaks early in the week
were followed by almost equally as
sharp rallies and the week was one of
violent fluctuations, due fo unneces-
sary alarm over a situation that one
might say was in a way artificial anc
manufactured by some big men [for
political effect.

REORGANIZE CUBAN ARMY

GOMEZ PROPOSES TO SPEND §1,-

000,000 FOR ARMS — NEW
GENERAL TOO.

Havana, Feb. 27—President Gomez
Ssent a message to Congress yester-
day asking for the passage of a meas-
ure providing for the immediate reor-
ganization of the new regular army
which Mr. Magoon authorized when he
was Provisional Governor.

Scenor Gomez sayvs the army is the
best guarantee of peace and it iz need-
ed now that the American soldiers
have gone. He also wants an appro-
priation for completely rearming the
regular troops and the Rural Guard
with new and uniform guns and for
the purchase of 2,000 horses.

The total cost is estimated at $1,000,-
